"One sure way to help the gold 
shortage is to get more gold,”

“ Our gold mines out West are 
shut down at the very same time 
that United States gold reserves 
are dwindling and are threatened 
by the continuing flow of dollars 
to foreign lands.” 
Flies in Ointment 
But. alas, there are a few flies 
in the ointment. 
American domestic gold produc­ 
tion averages about $60 million a 
year. Most of this comes from 
sideline mining operations. This is 
because the official U.S. gold 
price is $35 an ounce and it’s not 
profitable to mine gold at this 
price.
